Victoria City council is beefing- 
up their control of downtown 
lamposts. Helen Hughes, member of 
council and chairperson of an advi- 
sory committee on postering regu- 
lations says City Hall has received 
many complaints about the condi- 
tion of lamp posts. “The glue and 
tape takes a toll on the paint and it 
makes it look really rotten down- 
town. We wanted to spruce up the 
downtown area and make it neat 
and more presentable.” 

The committee wants a change 
in the current postering by-law to 
put the onus on whoever'’s name is 
on the poster. That could include 
sponsors, promoters and the actual 
performers. Previously the by-law 
concerned whoever put the poster 
up. They are also recommending a 
fine of up to $100. 

However some members of the 


community don't see what the 
concern is. “I don’t see what the 
problem is with putting things on 
lamp posts, 1 understand trees or 
something like that, but what's the 
problem with inanimate objects,” 
says Laurie Nerman director of pro- 
motions and bookings for the Uni- 
versity of Victoria's student society. 
The student society received a let- 
ter last year politely requesting 
them to stop putting posters on 
lamp posts around town. They 
have since limited their postering 
activities to public notice boards 
and inside stores. 

“The amount of money spent on 
poles for repainting because of pos- 
tering has become very very large,” 
Hughes says. Her committee will 
recommend council buy special 
cylinders for postering around vari- 
ous lamp posts throughout the 


downtown core to deal with the 
problem. 

She hopes the proposal will come 
before council early this month 
and the cylinders, which cost $160 
each and have to be ordered from 
the United States, will be in place 
by the end of September. They are 
recommending the city purchase 30 
cylinders and request cabarets kick 
in the additional $3 200 for 20 
more. 

Yet some people wonder how 
fair it is to ask clubs to subsidize all 
other groups who will also use the 
cylinders. One club manager says it 
isn't fair to ask only cabarets to pay, 


as many arts groups and individu- 
als will use the cylinders. Hughes 
says 90 per cent of the posters 
around town are for cabarets. She 
says “in regards to whether they are 


going to give the money needed, if 


they don't, that’s too bad because 


we only have $5 000 to spend.” 

She says what council will be 
oa with these cylinders is, “giv- 
ing them a way to legally post their 
posters around town.” She says 
most people realize city council 
doesn't have to do this and is being 
more than fair in the situation. 

One member of a local band 
thinks the cylinders are a stupid 
idea, he doesn’t see why members 
of the community cannot advertise 
their events freely, and he wonders 
where these cylinders will be 
placed. 

You can see a “test” cylinder at 
the corner of Broad and Pandora 
and if you want to find out more 
contact Helen Hughes at City Hall.

ALTERNATIVE ROCK, FOLK, BLUES, TOP 40, SOUL, 
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Within every community there 
are particularly noticable ‘scenes’. They 
come in every size, every fashion and 
each represents itself within the com- 
munity. Like the highschool ‘clique’, 
‘scenes’ are obvious and strive to stand 
out, giving the impression they are 
special and deserving of interest. Yet, 
unlike the typical ‘clique’, a scene 
seems, in the word itself, more open a 
term, more accepting of its possible 
members. Not so restrictive and cer- 
tainly much less discriminatory. 

In each respective scene there are 
the individuals, or groups of individu- 
als that stand out, or better yet, repre- 
sent the entire scene on a visual level 
to all those who get caught staring. 
Obviously, this writer and this publi- 
cation are concerned with alternative 
music and the scenes that revolve 
around it. Particularly that of the local 
scenes - Vancouver, and our own, Vic- 
toria. On a recent road trip to Vancou- 
ver, to witness Cruz recording artists 
Big Drill Car, 1 had the opportunity to 
casually analyze the Vancouver alter- 
native scene and one young man in 
particular. 

For almost six years now, 21 year 
old Kim Kinakin has been a focal 
point and a motivator of the Vancou- 
ver alternative scene. Introducing him- 
self to the underground world of 
punk back in 1986, he released the 
first issues of now archived C.O.H. 
fanzine. In it’s six issue existence, 
C.O.H. did a lot for the scene. Focusing 
on it’s own back yard with local band 
information, interviews and advertise- 
ment for Memerables, Fraticide, Adver- 
sity and Desperate Minds, C.OH. also 
featured interviews with hardcore 
greats, D.R.1., Beyond Possession, 
Dr.Know and A.O.D. 

Times have changed though, and 
so has C.O.H. which can still be found, 
now under the name Zetetic. Publica- 
tions are usually an enormously 
educative way to familiarize oneself 
with the scene to which you belong. 
Having constructed the fundamental 
building blocks of scene mogul success 
with the magazine work, Kim moved 
to the next logical pillar in the alter- 
native community. With an obvious 
interest in music and how it should or

shouldn't be heard, Kim moved quick- 
ly into production. Under the title 
Final Notice records, he released his 
first project, a noisy little split 7” fea- 


turing Vancouver's Fraticide and Vic- 


torias own legendary Mission of 
Christ. Just what Kim did with the 
years between his first release and his 
follow-up, Vancouver's funktype Pale- 
face lp is somewhat of a mystery. I 
believe this was the time in which he 
learned to play guitar and dreamed of 
a powercore unit called Sparkmarker 
that would one day reign supreme. 
Nevertheless, the Paleface Ip was defi- 
nitely a re-birth for Kim’s involve- 
ment in the music industry. After 
which followed the Phlaegcamp single 
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and Victoria's Onionhouse single. Dry 
spells are to be expected in this line of 
work, even though Kim himself 
would hate to admit it. Things are still 
moving, but keep in mind; support is 
essential for survival. 

Now to properly describe Kim’s 
further involvement with the Van- 
couver alternative scene we must 
jump off track for a moment to truly 
comprehend its unbelievable signifi- 
cance. As Victoria youth (or any youth 
for that matter) know all to well there 
is an extreme lack of all ages shows in 
town. All too often, countless bands of 
stature make their way to the north- 
west, touch base in Seattle, and maybe 
one of the overbearing clubs in Van- 
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couver (excluding the Cruel Elephant), 


and then they're gone. Even when a 


band does endure the ferry ride across 
to Victoria, Harpo’s usually takes the 
show. This is fine, Harpo’s is a worthy 
victor. But what about the 200 youths 
sitting at home wishing their favorite 
band was playing an all-ages show? 
Victorians are accustomed to this in a 
scene. With such a small population 
there are very few good halls in town 
suitable for this type of performance. 
And when the hall owners let down 
their guard for one night of musical 
mayhem - they are usually rewarded 
with hundreds of dollars worth of 
damage and a new-found hatred for 
young people and their rock’n’roll 
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performances in Van, there still isn’t 
the opportunity for the young ‘uns to 
enjoy the devils music they love so 
much. Enter the Guest Quest co-op, 
Kim’s newest and loveliest brainchild. 
The co-op, responsible for the 
better all ages shows in the last year or 
two, was devised by Kim, his band- 
mates and a circle of friends that were, 
like us here in Victoria, tired of seeing 
promoters get rich and bands play 
cheesy bar shows to crowds with no 
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appreciation of their good fortune. 

It's unwritten manifesto was and 
remains to promote the substantial 
talent of Vancouver's local acts, to 
bring to the starving youth the best of 
touring label bands and most of all a 
positive attitude towards the preserva- 
tion of a healthy alternative scene. 
There is no tolerance of drugs, alcohol 
or violence during a show. All money 
raised goes directly into payment for 
the hall, the sound system and the 
bands themselves. No one person gains 
financially. All profits are put into a 
joint savings account that allows the 
cO-Op members to rent another hall 
for the next show. Rest assured the 
price will be low.

Marc says,”you can’t do too 
many gigs in town, | mean some 
people would like to have us for 
cheap and have us all the time, but 
you can't do that because the audi- 
ence isn't going to come out every 
single time. 

“We can get a better pay than 
most local bands and work all the 
time, but that’s not where we’‘re 
coming from. We prefer to play 
Harpo’s and dances and maybe 
special events, and that’s what 
we're limiting Ourselves to in Victoria. 
So that people don’t hear us too 
much.” 

He says they used to play Pagliac- 
ci’s when they first got together, but 
had to stop because they found it 
too limiting, “Harpo’s seems to be 
the place where we can do any- 
thing we like, the only problem with 
that is the age limit. 
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fact that the bass player will try 
something. then you play it live and 
maybe if sucks the first time but then 
it become a little more focussed,” 
says Marc. 

Scott says they‘re going into a 
new phase though, “of really want- 
ing to develop a lot of our own 
songs.

“Our society has got (a) limitation 
on it, if you want to go hear music, 
you can't ‘cause a lot of people 
aren't old enough to get into where 
music is happening and that’s very 
restrictive. Music should be for evety- 
body,” says James. 

It was at the Big Easy they began 
developing their unique sound.”We 
really got into the swing and Jangle 
Rienhart (a famous Belgian gypsy 
jazz guitarist) thirties jazz there,” says 
Daniel, “then we became more 
loud, we got modem really quick.” 

But while they did Jangle Rien- 
hart-influenced | jazz they had other 
things going. “we had another per- 
sonality,” says Scott, “which was our 
modern jazz side and in between 
that we'd do some kinds of wea- 
dings where we'd do country 
tunes...50 we did a lot of different 
things depending on what the situa- 
tion was going to call for. We were 
there to do a jazz gig if it specifically 
called for that, or a swing gig, ora 
swing gig that’ s kinda loud and 
almost rockin’.” 

Daniel continued to recieve calls 
from people he knew in Vancouver 
for certain types of gigs. “like Blue- 
grass gigs...Because | was working 
with these guys we just became the 
band that did those gigs. | mean we 
kinda catered to each gig." 


the group seriously. That seems to be 
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the new thing, we really want to see 
if this band can go somewhere. So 
we're going to spend a lot of time to 
actually hammer through tunes so 
that we have a lot more extensive, 
fresher repetoire.” 


Daniel brings the 
lrish/Scottishn/Canadian fiddle influ- 
ences to the group, where as Marc 
has a more rock/reggae orientation. 
James was able to pick up on 
Daniel's influences which is not such 
an easy thing for most rock or jazz 
drummers because his father was a 
big fan of that style of music. James 
brings a blues background to the 
Loose Gypsies, and Scott has quite a 
bit of eastern European/Jewish musi- 
cal experience. However, it is their 
appreciation for each other's tastes 
and all styles of music that lets them 
work so well together. 

“We all feel fairly good about a 
lot of different musical styles. If we 


haven't played, we at least listen to 
and appreciate different musical 
idioms so we‘re not afraid to just 
play what we feel, and everyone is 
open to everyone else trying differ- 
ent things and moving in different 
directions,” says James. 


“There’s a certain sensitivity which 
| think is unique in this band that’s 
allowed us to do things where in a 
lot of other bands, | think the ideas 
would have been squalched 
because they were fearful of doing 
that or they thought, no, | don’t 
want to do that, | don’t like that.

Last summer a UVic theatre 
major named Carolyn decided to 
get some of her friends together 


and form a band. It was going to be 


one of those all female groups with 
male gogo dancers in the 
background but that panned out 
when the guys didn’t show up. 
“They all had girlfriends and they 
were too tall anyway,” says Carolyn. 
The rest of the group; Kim Stewart 
(Rosemary), Kerri McCauley (Dill), 


Brigette Wilkins (Basil), and Carolyn 
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Mark (Catalina) stayed together 
anyway. Carolyn sings, Kerri drums, 
and Kim and Brigette play guitar. 
They are fast becoming one of Vic- 
toria'’s favorite local bands. 

No one seems to know how to 
classify this group’s music style. It’s 
kind of folkish, kind of rockabilly 
but not quite either. Brigette says, 
“Trying to find a label for the 
Vinaigrettes is like trying to find a 
bicycle license plate with your 
name on it.” This is not at all a bad 
thing. The Vinaigrettes simply have 
their own peculiar sound, which 
means they can’t be compared to 
anyone else. Anyone who's seen 


. \them perform already knows they 


are different. 

Their stage show consists of 
gawdy dresses bought exculsively at 
Value Village, one snare drum, two 
guitars, and a harmonica, when 
they can find it. They've recently 
acquired a keyboard, and a violin 
may be heard at future shows. 
They are performers, not just musi- 
cians, and watching them play is an 
experience in itself. You can tell 
they are completely comfortable on 
stage and unlike many new groups, 
they know how to make an audi- 
ence feel comfortable. They also 
know how to make an audience 
laugh at them and themselves. 

_ They are flamboyant, hilariously 
funny, and brutally honest. Their 
songs are usually about things that 
affect them like bad restaurant 
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customers, cats, men, love, liars, 
cheaters, more men, and bestiality 


("The Love Goat,” sung to the tune 


of the “Love Boat”, but they don’t 


perform this one). They all collabo- 


rate when writing their songs; 
Kerri’ favorite is “Letter to Bill”, 
while “Foolish Love Song” is Car- 
olyn’s. The group's dry sense of 
homour and ability to see the 
stupid yet real side of things (ie. 
relationships), makes their song 


writing unique and refreshing. Peo- 


ple seem to like it a lot; they get 
tons of encouragement from local 
audiences. 

And they all love performing. 
Kerri and Carolyn are both former 
theatre majors at UVic, Kim is an 
English major, and Brigette has 
recently graduated from Uvic in 
Art History. Besides performing as 
the Vinaigrettes the four are all 
acting in a Victoria Fringe Festival 
(Sept 20 - 29) play called “King 
Ubu”. It was written by Alfred 
Jarry, an alcoholic absurdist weirdo. 
The first word of the play is “Shittr’” 
which made many people get up 
and leave the theatre in the 1800's. 

Kerri, Carolyn, and Brigette all 
work at Ad Lib cafe on Yates (Kim 
works in the boonies at the Faculty 
lounge at UVic). 

Things don't always run smooth- 
ly for these busy young women, 
they argue and disagree quite a bit. 
This is only because they don't 
realize Carolyn is always right (or so 
she says). But arguments are com- 
mon for any group of four friends 
trying to agree on something. It was 
back in the preteen years of junior 
high that Kim and Brigette first 
met. Carolyn and Kerri met in their 
first year of theatre but hated each 
other on sight. Interestingly 
enough, they both thought the 
other was a snob. But luckily for 
our sake, they became “bosum bud- 
dies” in second year and Carolyn 
introduced Kerri to Brigette and 


| Kim. 
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Their music interests range from 
Stomping Tom to Hank Williams 
and R.EM. Kerri lists Barry Man- 
alow as one of her favorites but no 
one else in the band agrees with 
that selection. 

The Vinaigrettes were musically 
inclined early in life. In high school 
all four were in their school bands. 
Carolyn played the piano, Kim 
played flute, Kerri and Brigette 
played violins. So they're not total- 


ly without musical training, 


although this is their first “real” 
band, although Kim was recently in 
a now defunct group called “Vera, 
Chuck, and Dave.” 

“We couldn't have done this 
anywhere else,” Carolyn says of Vic- 
toria. They all agree Victorias music 
scene is encouraging and helpful to 
new artists. They say the originality 
in Victoria bands is what makes 
the city so special and they like the 
fact they can do a gig with the 
Show Business Giants and Pigment 
Vehicle on the same night and 
each group is completely different. 

What's it like to be the only all 
female group in Victoria? “We're a 
novelty. We're not treated that 
much differently. Although we 
can't drink on stage like male 
groups do.” And they don't classify 
themselves as a feminist group. 
Brigette says “We're not into 
dogma.” They were once invited to 
play at a women’s dance but 
declined, they didn’t want to be 
perceived as a feminist group and 


they felt some of their songs sub- 


ject. matter would offend people at 
the dance. They sing about things 


 like-waiting for guys to call, one. 


night stands and other kinds of 
unindependent-human-type stuff. 
Recently the Vinaigrettes record- 
ed one of their songs, “Beatles 
Ripoff,” as part of a compilation of 
four Victoria bands put out by 
local Way Out Records, called 
Blobs. Vol 1. They say “it was the best 
thing that could have happened to 
us.” Making the record was 
“Hellish!” but they all enjoyed 
working with Rick Andrews, the 
man who owns Way Out. The 
other three bands on the release are 


The Hanson Brothers (a 
Nomeansno spinoff), Shovlhed, and 
The Show Business Giants. You can 
buy this plethora of talent at Fun- 
house Records. 

The Vinaigrettes will be 
performing at UVic on September 6 
for the Rock for Brains outdoor 
concert in front of the Sub. Which 
will be neat for them as the idea to 
form the Vinaigrettes was 
conceived at last year's Rainbow 
Rock concert outside the Sub. 
They'll be playing with Bum, 
Northern Junk, and Spiral Jetty. If 
you miss that show, which you

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I've had it up to here. 

I've read nothing but 
negative comments from 
Canadian college “critics” 
about Spirit of the West's 
latest release Go Figure. 
“Spirit of the West are 
abandoning their folk 


roots.” Not so. They still 
incorporate traditional 
instruments in their 
arrangements. “They're try- 
ing to be a rock band.” 


They ARE a rock band 
(although I did notice a 
CFUV dj has scribbled 
“folk” on the station’s 
copy). “They'll never make 
it.” Oh. Is that why they're 
signed with a major label 
and touring Europe? 
“They'll lose their audi- 
ence.” If anything, their 
audience will diversify and 
grow. Just what exactly 
makes Canadians unable to 
admit that Canada has a 
lot of talented musicians? 
Go figure. 

Vancouver's Spirit of the 
West are a prime example 
of Canada’s wealth of 
musicians. They've been 
playing since the early 80s. 
Remaining original mem- 
bers John Mann and Geof- 
ferey Kelly contribute the 
bulk of the material. Their 
eloquent sentiments con- 
cerning politics, socialism 
and long-standing envi- 
ronmentalism match the 
vibrancy of their voices 
and wit. Linda McRae plays 
bass and accordion. (After 
Spirit of the West opened 
for the British upstarts, the 
Wonderstuff, the two 
bands recorded a song 
together. McRae plays 
accordion on the Wonder- 
stuff's latest album, Never 
Loved Elvis). Mandolin, bass 


and vocals are played by 
Hugh McMillian. And on 
percussion, newest member, 
Vince Ditrich adds the 
sealing punch. 

Their progression from 
acoustic folk to electric 
rock was certain, and it’s 
not as if we've been bashed 
over the head with Go Fig- 
ure. Anyone who has fol- 
lowed the band at all saw 
this evolution as the next 
logical step. Too many peo- 
ple are whining, “they've 
changed their sound..It’s 


Instead, Spirit of the 
West have strung a fresh 
musical style with their old 
strengths. By synthesizing 
rock music with under- 
tones of their former 
“celtic” taste, they’ve man- 
aged to keep their spirit 
alive and simultaneously 
satisfy both college and 
mainstream radio. When 
record companies tell the 
public, “this is their best 
album to date,” you can 
usually bet it’s for record 


sales. Well, in this case, Go - 


Figure IS their best effort. 

Their first single and 
video for this album, “D is 
not the same.” What!?! A 
band can never change 
their sound? No real music 
lover wants be subjected to 
regurgitated material. What 
fun would that be? 
for Democracy (Scour the 
House)” is catchy and pow- 
erful and could likely be 
their first honest to good- 
ness “hit”. 

The re-recording of their 
popular “Political” is so dif- 
ferent from the original on 
Labour Day and, unfortu- 
nately, so unlikable. 


Although more upbeat 
than its predecessor, it just 
doesn’t cut it,

“We had these couple of songs that 
we liked a lot, we thought we'd take a 
chance and go into the studio and capture 
some real initial energy,” says Brent. And 
catch it they did. “Immortalizer’s” raw 
aggressivness rips at your skin ‘till you 
wish you hadn’t shaved and the more 
heavy-metalish sound of “Snakes in the 
Grass” leaves you longing for more. And if 
all goes well, we'll get six more tip-top 
tunes in the form of a 12” single by Decem- 
ber. 

Why all this recording work when 
they've only played ten shows (in as many 
months), | mean don’t bands usually tool 
around for awhile before they get all 
recordy-like? “Part of the reason the single 
came out was out of impatience. We'd all 
been in and out of other bands where noth- 
ing ever materialized...Just as things start 
to look promising, it just (fizzled),” says 
Brad, who plays drums. 

“So when we got together for Facepuller 
we were just: 0.K., from the word go we 
were in top gear all the way,” adds Brent. 

Brent and Brad played together in Van- 
couver’s Super Caustic Fertilizer and found 
lan through the Georgia Straight. 

Brad says they were looking for some- 
one who would fit in right away. “We did 
put lan through a real trial by fire looking 
back now. Before lan there'd been a couple

of people who'd come out...Basically having 
gone through that whole thing with differ- 
ent bands you finally just want to get to the 
point where somebody’s bang! Right there. 
You don’t really want to nurture anybody. 
You want someone who’s going to pick it up 
har away and that’s how lan came into the 
old.” 

Since then he’s become a major con- 
tributing member and Brent makes it clear, 
“It’s nobodies band, it’s just us three as 
one...It’s so harmonic.” 

Brad says the kind of music they play 
came easy for him, “Whenever | get behind 


a drumkit | just want to go total agro. | 
don’t want to be some sensitive soul- 


searching artiste...l did that for six years” 


even before I played in any rock bands. | 
played in a lot of new symphonies and jazz 
bands through school and just around and 
that is so pretentious and uptight. YECH! 
‘Course | always was a rock fan, | just want- 
ed an outlet for playing drums so | could 
just go nuts.” Going ‘nuts’ while playing is 
not unique to Bradley, the other two 
Facepullers are most intense on stage as 
well. Brent, who does the singing wears a 
headset to free himself to run around all 
over the place while doing the bass thing. 


Brent does most of the writing for the 
band, and he says the central theme 
through their lyrics is, “Sorta working 
around society as a set system, overcoming 
adversity, generally dealing with obstacles 
and day-to-day frustrations.” But they all 
assure us they aren’t using the music as a 
medium to get out some kind of message 
(WHEW!). “That's why our vocals aren’t 
really strong out front and clear...If people 
want to ask us about stuff we're more than 
happy to tell them about the songs, but 
really we want the vocals to be a kind of 
instrument,” says Brent. 


They do the music for the music and, like 
the way they answer questions, they collab- 


_ orate when creating a song. “The way we 


write is that Brent usually comes up with a 
riff and we'll goof around with that and 
then we'll each suggest time changes and 
key changes...We’ll come up with three or 
four different riffs then try to put it all 
together and see what works, then work on 
an arrangement.” They say they always try 
to keep it varied and interesting, if only for 


their own sakes, “You don’t want to bash 


out just one riff for five minutes.” | 
With things going so well for Facepuller 
(they’ve only been together for ten months)

Vietnan’, {rem 7- 
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it seemed like a good idea to find out what 
their plans were, what their thoughts on 
those evil major labels were and would 
they GASP! ever entertain the idea of being 
on one? “As long as they pay for the record- 
ing, ourrecording,” says the practical Brad, 
“| don’t care who signs us.” He believes the 
problem with bands who complain about 
major labels is they make commercial 
concessions in the first place. “It’s this 
thing in the major label realm called the 
‘new alternatives’ bands like the Chili 
Peppers, Sonic Youth and they're giving 
them full creative control simply because 
they don’t understand a thing about them, | 
think that’s positive in some respects. 

“The thing is, in order for all these 
bands to get on a major label they have to 
establish themselves first as being able to 
sell a lot of records in the underground 
realm...” 

“It’s too bad,” says Brent, “That they 
just sit back and let all these small do-it- 
yourself underground labels do all the work 
and then pick people once they’ve sort of 
caught on.” In that respect he says they'd 
like to stay away from the majors if they 
can get good distribution elsewhere. | was 
hoping they'd rip major labels to shreds, 
but oh well, no band is perfect. 

Facepuller wasn’t a planned name, lan 


From the word go we were in top gear all the way 


says they were fishing one day and Brent 
just came up with it, but now people says it 
suits the kind-of music they play - I'd have 
to agree. | | 
The most important thing for them right 
now is to play a gig in Victoria, about this 
they’re most anxious. They want anyone 
who'd be interested in putting them on to 
get in touch with them through Offbeat. But 
for now they'll keep on doing what they do 


best - being agro and friendly all at the 
same time.

P.S. I’mstill not sure what agro means exactly... 
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On Monday August 5 the Chemi- 
cal People played at Harpo’s with 
the Didjits. There were a lot of peo- 
ple there. Before the show, around 4 
p.m. | asked them some questions 


about the band. | had a tape 
recorder, it was recording. Dave 
Nazworthy said “Il play drums and 
sing.” Ed Urlick said, “I play the 
bass,” and Jamie Pina who was not 
there said nothing. But we know he 
plays guitar. 

For those unknowing, could you 
give a summary of Chemical Peo- 
ple history. 

ED: When Dave and |! were 
younger, about seven years ago, we 
just used to play instruments. It 
didn’t matter what instruments. It 
wasn’t necessarily the same instru- 
ments we play now. We were just 
jamming together, and after a while 
we formed a ‘band’. We went 
through several ‘bands’, people 
coming in, going out...And Blair, 
who’s on the first side of our first 
record, So Sexist - we met up with 
him through other bands - but he left 
because he wanted to be a doctor. 


Did he just sing on So Sexist? 

ED: He sang and played guitar. So 
then we knew Jamie who worked at 
Hollywood Book and Poster and 
we've playing with him ever since 
then. 


But the line-up changes on So 
Sexist are still confusing.. 

DAVE: That album is recorded in 
three different stages... ; 
ED: It's a documentary (Dave 
agrees). 


DAVE: Ya, it’s like years apart too, - 


it’s almost a compilation. 

ED: It’s like Blair was in the band, 
then he left and we only had one 
side of the record completed. So 
Dave and | went into the studio. 
alone and did a couple of songs, 
then met up with Jamie and com- 
pleted it. You can tell if you listen to 
both sides that one is much more 
harder edged - the other is fuller- 
sounding, more rounded. 


You’ve released three Ip’s to 
date, what about all the sin- 
gles? 

DAVE: The very first ep was by 
itself. It isn’t on any other releases. 
The ones after that started with 
“Black Throat”, “Fan Club”, “Ex- 
Feminist’, “Butt Face” “Live Single”, 
“Cum Blister-Bleed” and “Ask the 
Angels” and the singles CD. Actually 
“Cum Blister-Bleed” and “Ask the 
Angels” are on a new record, a 10”. 
All the others are on the CD. We 
gave the rights to an English compa- 
ny, the Vinyl Solution who released 
it over there in Ip form. So we actu- 
ally have four records. 


Most of the singles were released 
on your label Dave? 
\ DAVE: All the singles were on 2” 
\. pecker records except the split sin- 
‘gle with Big Drill Car and the very 
first single. 


What is West Beach Recorders? 


ED: That’s a studio we’ve recorded 
some of our stuff at, ‘cause we're 
comfortable playing there. We 
recorded The Right Thing there. 
First we were at Radio Tokyo but it 
was really small and then 3rd Wave 
which eventually went under. We 
like it at West Beach. 


What’s the scene like down in the 
Beverly Hills, Hollywood area? 

ED: It varies from time to time. 
There’s so many bands that come 
through the L.A. Hollywood area that 
people in the scene are spoiled. 
Each show you play will always be 
different. You'll have the newcomers 


and the old crowd, the ones that 
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always support you. We have more 
fun on tour because it seems like, 
even out here in Victoria, the shows 
are much more appreciated by the 
crowds... 


We’re starving... 

ED: Ya, in a sense, | guess that’s 
good, because then everyone 
appreciates the show and has a 
much better time than if they get it 
forced down their throats every 
night. 

Why does it seem that songs like 
“Cherry Love 
Affair” and “Aqua 2” appear on 
so many releases? 

ED: Once in a while when we're 
putting out a single we'll put a song 
on it and then release it on the new 
record, so someone who's familiar 
with the 7” will be somewhat inter- 
ested in the Ip. 

DAVE: | didn’t even want to record 
those songs for the new record... 
ED: Which ones? 

DAVE: “Overdosed” and “Aqua 2’. 
But it filled the record. 

ED: Well, “Aqua 2” is on a live 
record also, but a totally different 
recording. 


Different lyrics?

DAVE: When you think about it, 
everything you read about a band in 
the press release is probably wrong. 


You’ve recorded a few G.G. Allin 
tunes and you’re known for your 
interests in pornography. Are 
people going to expect a parallel? 
ED: There’s no hook up. We actual- 
ly decided to do G.G. Allin covers 
and really go into his first record a 
long time after what we’d been 
doing what we’re doing now. So | 
don't see any exact parallel. The 
reason we like to play various songs 
of G.G. Allin is because his band on 
the first record played in a way that 
we play. They reminded us instru- 
mentally of ourselves. We just felt 
that we could relate to these guys. 


The entire band is very interested 
in the artistic side of the music 
right? : 

ED: Ya, comic book, movies, T- 
shirts designs etc... 

DAVE: We just make a lot of shirts 
‘Cause we see a lot of art work we 
really like. Everybody’s got a differ- 
ent one. We never bring the same 
ones out to shows. 

ED: Ya, | don’t even have all of 
them. But also, our singles. The rea- 
son why we make them colour viny! 
and truly limited editions, is so col- 
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lectors can have them, ’cause we 
collect them. 


On So Sexist Tesco Vee makes 
some filler appearances. Have 
you partied with Tesco? 


DAVE: We Halloween partied with 
him...(much laughter). 

ED: Ya, we went to his Halloween 
party. It was great. But Dave knows 
him a lot. He wrote to him and we 
still talk to him when we get the 
chance. He’s such a funny guy and 
we like him so much, we just had to 
have him do some comedy tracks 
on our record. 

DAVE: He’s got a new band called 
Hate the Police. 


They've got something out don't . 


they? 

DAVE: Ya, a single on Sympathy 
records. 

Do you forsee a C.P., Tesco Vee 
reunion in the future? 

DAVE: There’s always the possibili- 


ty. 


ED: We were going to do a single 


with Tesco a while ago, but it never 
worked out, ‘cause we were both so 
busy. 

Did Glen Danzig ever approach you 
about covering “Who Killed Mara- 
lynne”? 

DAVE: | went right up to his face 
and told him we did it. He didn’t 
seem to be too pissed off. 

ED: He’s never bitched about it. We 
gave him credit for it. We did it 
‘cause we liked the song and there’s 
no problem. 

DAVE: Hell, everybody bootlegs him 
anny we actually did it legitimate- 
y. 
ED: Out of all the people who've 
done it, Chemical People have prob- 
ably done it most honestly, only in 
good fun.

r A fuzzy-sounding guitar bangs out three killer chords. It goes for 
_ two bars, then at a deafening volume the bass, drums and organ kick in. 
_ This goes for another two bars then come the snotty vocals and screams. 
_ This is GARAGE music and it is the root of all the rock and punk that 
_ has come since. It was largely an American phenomenon; a reaction to 
_ the British invasion of 1964. But it was not an attempt to copy bands 
_ like the Beatles and the Kinks. The northwest had its own sound: a mix 
_ between jazz and rock, typified by bands like the Sonics and the Wailers. 
= This new column is dedicated to all that’s new and groovy in the 
_ wild and spooky world of garage music. Now that we know what garage 
_ music was, let’s talk about what it is. Well, in many ways it’s still the 
| 


_ same. The same trashy sound that us garage fanatics can’t get enough of. 
_ This is because of great bands like the Lyres and the Fuzztones ignored 
_ that great musical void - the 70s - and helped bring back the garage 
_ scene. In Canada we've had some great contributors to modern garage 
_ Music. Bands such as the Vindicators from Calgary, and Montreal's garage 
_ gods, the Gruesomes (R.LP). Hamilton’s Chessmen, had a very impressive 
_ first album on Zapp records. Lots of nifty hooks and some really cheesy 
_ harmonizing. The Ten Commandments have a couple of albums out as 
| il ~ cuts on two volumes of the now-defunct Og’s It Came From 
~ Canada. 

In B.C. we have Vancouver's Smugglers, playing silly 60s junk. Be 
sure to check out their debut 7” put out by Narduar the Human Servi- 
ette (it even comes with a free piece of toilet paper). Also in Vancouver, 
a truly great garage punk band, the Worst. I managed to see them a cou- 
ple of weeks ago at the Ubangi Stomp show put on by Narduar, and was 
blown away by their cavey sound. They played all the covers that garage 
heads die for, ‘Jack the Ripper”, “Hang Up”, “Night of the Phantom”, and 
the Miracle Workers’ “One Step Closer to You”. The Farfisa organ noodles 
away in the background to help round out the sound, and Greg John- 


son's vocals are so beautifully snotty you would swear his chords were 


in his nostrils. Another cool feature of the Worst is their manager 
William Hay, was a ‘biggie’ in the west coast garage scene in the 60s. He 
played in a band called the painted ship (check out The Best of Pebbles 
Vol.2), and has been very helpful in keeping me hip to what's going on 
in the garage scene in general.

The Dayglo Abortions’ new release, 2 
Dogs Fucking, contains most of what 
youd expect from one of Victoria's 
most notorious punk bands: guitar riffs 
galore, and plenty of controversial lan- 
guage, political statements and asinine 


jabber. It’s all served up with angry atti- 


tude, and guaranteed not to offend 
some people. 

Lyrically, the album discusses the 
decadence of society. Topics include 
racism, hypocrisy, alcoholism, phone 
sex, war, masturbation, :“Punker Bitch- 
es’, and, of course, censorship (In part a 
reaction to a recent obscenity charge 
the band's record company, Fringe, had 
to fight). 

As usual, the lyrics range from casual 
commentary to satire and from serious 
statement to utter nonsense. Some are 
inspired, while others are intentionally 
banal, and some are just disgusting and 
offensive (kudos to those in particu- 
lar—if you don't like it, DON’T LISTEN 
TO IT!) 

Musically, 2 Dogs Fucking is killer gui- 
tar songs one after another, and each 
member of the band fulfills his duties 
superlatively. The songs mesh together 
well, and fly past in a burst of energy 
that left me hungry for a second help- 
ing. The urgent apathy of Dayglo leader 
Murray Cretin’s vocals spearheads an 
attack on both everything he sees and 
nothing in particular. 

Highlights include “Shit Happens”, a 
showcase of chugging Black Sabbath 
tiffs and the Dayglos’ humour; a heavy 
remake of the 60s folk-hippie-anthem- 
type-tune, “Almost Cut My Hair”, “After 
This Beer”, with it’s atonal guitar lines, 
and “Dream Date of the 90s” (a cynical 
discussion of the sexual revolution and 
its eventual conclusion: phone sex). 

Also excellent are the humorous 
title track (inspired by the aforemen- 
tioned ‘legal hassles’), the energetic if 
somewhat very controversial “Punker 
Bitches” and the albums finale, “Isn't 
This Disgusting” (absolutely the last 
word on censorship and the hypocrites 
who advocate it). 

Sure, I didn’t like every song, lyric or 
idea presented on the album, but it’s 
good points definitely steamroll over 
the few really horrid bits (which I 
won't mention). 

Once again the Dayglo Abortions 
succeed in making the worst of Alice 
Cooper and Frank Zappa look really 
tasteful!
